lublic enterprises of all kinds. 
The 


•esult of her observations and coaversa- 
ions will be published in a readable and 
accurate style. Many women have been 
asking concerning thoir rights and priv- 
leges in this matter, but outside of 
look county no concerted effort has 
>cen mado to organize them into clubs 
or instruction and for the purpose of 
getting as many as possible to go to the 
rails on November 6 and cast a vote for 
ome one, Republican, Democrat, Pop- 
ulist or Prohibitionist. In Chicago the 
nterest has been well worked up. Clubs 
composed of the members of the gentler 
sex have been organized by all the par- 
ies in almost every ward, and the indi 
cations are that a very large percent of 
Cook county's vote will be made up of 
lallots cast by those recently given the 
ilectoral franchise. 


But while all the details of the re- 


[uirements and methods of voting are 
not definitely understood a few facts are 
ertain. 
First, women will have to be registered, 


ust as the men will have to be. The 
registry days are October 16 and 30. On 
,he 16th the registry board's sit to make 
a list of all the known voters in each 
ottng precinct. They sit at the polling 
ilaces in the precincts, and every woman 
ought to see that her name is put on the 
register on that day, as the 30th is 
mainly devoted to correcting the list as 
made out on the 16th and adding names 
:hat 
were accidentally or otherwise 


omitted. Of course anyone who failed 
to get on the register on the day first 
named can have tho matter attended to 
on tho next day the board sits, that is 
;he 30th, The registry board begins its 
session at 9 o'clock a. m. The qualifies 
tions entitling a woman to be registered 
are the same as those for men, to-wit 
She must be a citizen of the United 
States, not less than 21 years of age, ant 
must have been a resident of the state 
'or one year, of the county for ninety 
days and of the precinct for thirty days 


There has been some uncertainty in 


;ho minds of some of the women as to 
their duties in regard to the preparation 
of the ballots. The fact is that they 
will not need to give themselves anj 
;roublo about this matter. They will fine 
;he ballots nt the polling places when 
;hoy get there. It is the duty of the 
secretary of state to make tip correct 
tickets, and from this copy, furnished bj 
nitn, tho tickets will all bo printed under 
;be direction of the county clerk anc 
delivered to the proper officers, who wil 
lave them on hand at the polling places 
at the time of opening polls on election 
day. The polls open nt 7 a. m.,and close 
at 5 p. m. Pull printed directions in ro 
;ard to the preparation of the ballo 
ivill be found posted at the polls, and if 
in any case, theso are not understood, i' 
is tho duty of the judges to make ex 
planations to those who ask for them. 


It appears to bo an unsettled question 


whether tho tickets for the uao of worn 
on will have to be printed on separate 
sheets from those used by tho men; but 
it is undoubtedly true that they wil 
have to be cast in separate boxes. This 
matter will be canvassed by the state 
officers and the official committees of th 
diffeient parties, and tho nrrangemenl 


II bo the same throughout the state 


whatever it 13. Of course it is under 
stood that the women aro only author 
ized to vote for the trustees of the Uni 
versity of Illinois at this election, nnd 
therefore if they use thn same ballot 
and it is deposited in a separate bo: 
from that used by the men, there coulc 
bo no trouble about it, because, if they 
attempted to vote for any of the candi 
dates except those for trustees, it would 
bo the duty of tho judges to count only 
the vote on trustees. 
All theso points 


however, will be pretty well settled be 
foro election day. Tho main things to 
the women to look after, in fact tho onh 
ones, are to see that they got thei 
names on the register, ascertain wher 
they vote, learn how correctly to mar! 
their ballots, and awaken interest enoug' 
to get their full strength out to th 
polls.
